The Queen of Greece also has been here and 


has paid great attention to the care of the sicK 
and wounded. 


King George in December had a meeting here 


with King Ferdinand of Bulgaria to discuss the 
' fate of the captured TurKish territory after'the 
war.

DETAILS OF CRIME ARE LACKING. 


LONDON, March 18.—The news of the assassination of Km& 


George came from the correspondent of the Greece semi-official 
news agency at Saloniki. It was filed in Saloniki at 6:35 p. m. 
Censorship is credited here as preventing the dispatch of details. 


Both the Greek embassy and the British foreign office are with- 


out official news of the assassination. The last previous report 
regarding the movements of the King of Greece was received 'in 
London when he attended a thanksgiving service at Saloniki on; 
March 8 to celebrate the fall of Janina. Crown Prince Constan- • 
tine is still at Janina with the Greek army. 


Queen Mother Alexandra, who is King George's sister, had 


not received any news at a late hour. 


The report of the assassination was telegraphed immediately 


to King George of England, the British foreign office, the Greek 
legation and to Majlborough House, where the Queen Mother 
Alexandra resides. 


While no official news has been received of the occurrence,, 


no doubt as to the correctness of'the report was expressed, since' 
it was sent by the Greek semi-official news agency and the cen- • 
sor in Saloniki would have prevented the dispatch' of any untrue 
telegram of such nature.

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Timely Spring Equinoctial Gs/e. 


The long deferred rainstorm, which the northern and central 


counties sorely needed as a guarantee for all cereal crops at least 
this coming harvest season, came yesterday at noon and in a 
volume sufficiently large to drench the parched earth, renew 
the pastures and save the grain fields from the damaging results 
to the farmer naturally associated with stunted growth. The 
section of the State north of the Tehachapi range had received 
so small a share of the previous rainstorm (which flooded the 
southern counties with an unprecedented precipitation and so 
saturated the ground with moisture that it made no difference to 
the tillers of the soil or the conservers of water supply there 
whether or not any more rain should fall during the remainder of 
the season) that the desiccating influence of the almost uninter- 
rupted north winds which followed up to the setting in of the 
present storm seriously menaced the pastures and the harvesting 
of an average grain crop. Grain farmers and stock raisers and 
dairymen had become uneasy. 


But the wet record of St. Patrick's day, which has in the 


minds of many become a fixed superstition, has been sustained 
and vindicated. The ordinary annual custom of the elements, 
which was broken last year, has been restored and everybody 
concerned in a timely and generous spring equinoctial rainfall 
faces the harvest prospects with restored confidence. If ever 
dollars dropped in rain drops on the desiccated soil of Northern 
and Central California, this mid-March storm is unloading them 
by millions to cheer the hearts of their inhabitants and drive 
dull care away. And the rain falls generously while the tempera- 
ture remains low, which adds to the stock of snow accumulated 
in the higher altitudes and makes surer a good supply of water 
later to fill the reservoirs and the streams on the western flanks 
of the Sierra for the benefit of the mining communities and the 
irrigation districts during the summer.

Suppression of long Fends. 


The Chinese tongs are again actively waging a murderous war 


to settle another of their periodical feuds. The peace of four of 
the leading cities on the Pacific 'Coast is being simultaneously 
disturbed by them—namely, San Francisco, Oakland, Portlanc 
and Seattle. Tragedies have been enacted in each city as the re 
suit of the present outbreak. -Moreover, others are liable to be 
added to< the list at any moment, for under tong law one tragedy 
calls for a reprisal 


The police departments of the four afflicted cities are under 


that nervous tension which always accompanies these periodical 
tong outbreaks. They learn early when trouble is brewing be 
tween rival tongs, the causes of it and when hostilities will begin. 
The leaders and fighting members of the tong are usually known 
to them also. But they cannot do more under the law than keep 
a watchful eye. Their attitude must remain passive until the 
sharp crack of a pistol shot announces the opening of the war anc 
the fall of a new tong victim furnishes new business for the 
morgue and the coroner, as well as the police. 


There ought to be some lawful means devised whereby, at the 


first sign of coming trouble between rival tongs, the police coulc 
at once arrest the ringleaders. The latter are well enough known, 
to them. Then the strong arm of the law should be stretched 
out to seize and incarcerate the presidents of the Chinese Six 
Companies who are the power behind the tongs and assume the 
final settlement of their feuds on a cash basis and aid to concea 
and facilitate the escape from justice of the highbinders whosi 
hands have been stained during the feud by the blood of thosi 
they have slain. For every Chinese committing murder during 
a tong war who pays the lawful penalty of his crime a dozen 
escape it largely, if not wholly through the agency of the Chinese 
Six Companies, and the'imperiuni in imperio which they maintain 
for the settlement of all differences existing among their own 
people, and claim to be the court ofi last resort utterly indif- 
ferent as to the jurisdiction of our own courts of justice or com- 
pliance with our laws. And the deportation by the federal au- 
thorities of some of these influential principals, who always keep 
in the background and under cover during the tong troubles, 


have a wholesome effect on the members of the Chinese 


colonies in general. Tong feuds must be suppressed whatever it 
costs.

TO USE HELMETS. 


.The Xa_vy Department has ordered a. 


small number of oxygen helmets to be 
supplied to the submarines and to all'of 
the battleships-which-use crude oil. as 
fuel. In the case of the submarines it is 
believed- the helmets may be efficacious 
when poisonous gases are accidentally 
generated within the hulls, as -happened 
to one of the submarines two years ago 
with disastrous results. 


The great'oil .tanks in the. battleships 


have been found to contain deadly oil 
fumes, after they Viave been emptied of 
their1 contents, and It is intended that the 
helmets shall serve as protection to the 
mechanics who are obliged to enter those 
tanks and compartments. Their USD also 
Is contemplated In the rescue of firemen 
or boiler tenders overcome by bursting 
steam pipes.

City Engineer J. J. Jessup devoted con- 


siderable time to answering questions 
concerning the sowers that are planned to 
relieve the conditions now existing In 
Berkeley, especially during heavy rain 
storms. Several citizens appeared to bi* 
in a critical mood at the opening of En- 
gineer Jessup's address, but it seemed 
that they were convinced and satisfied 
before the conclusion of the meeting. 


Professor J. T. Preston gave a synop- 


sis of tVie proceedings of the playground 
commission in obtaining figures touching 
the values of 
lots that tire needed for 


small playgrounds near the various school 
houses. 
He said that If two or three 


largo playgrounds were bought the cost 
would have been greater than under the 
present plan, and that only a few children 
would have been given places in which 
to play.

OMEN seem to be separating into two distinct 
classes—,the painted doll class, brainless and vapid, 
and the firm, responsible class, clear-headed and 
worthy. There is real pleasure and companionship 
among clever women. They can always find some- 
thing of interest to talk about, to think about, to 


do. Whereas the doll-faced woman is a thing of pleasure 
only. Her conversation begins and ends with dress and gos- 
sip. 
Her one responsibility in this world seems to be her 


face. What a tragedy would be the loss of her beauty. She 
would have no object in life, she has no other alternative, no 
other attraction. And yet with all the value she places upon 
her beauty her vapid little brain is not clever enough to guard 
that beauty. But she must race through life showing herself 
wherever she can. Daubing her face with white to make it 
whiter; with paint to make it redder; in fact, "painting the 
lily," so to speak; magnifying all her beauty into caricature. 


We see hundreds of women, young, pretty women; they 


would be pretty women if their faces were shown, but they 
are painted beyond any decency, apparently, and brazenly 
painted and whitewashed. The stage is not responsible- for 
this state of affairs. For the idea of: stage make-up is to ap- 
pear as natural as possible behind the strong lights which 
take every vestige of color out of the face. And you will find 
that actresses, I do not include the modern day chorus girl in 
that category, rarely use make-up of any kind when away 
from the theater. Actresses become so satiated with paint 
and powder in the theater that they .abhor the sight of it off 
the stage. No, it seems to be the younger set of society 
women who use more paint and powder than the actress. I 
have asked the attendants in the women's rooms of clubs and 
restaurants who used all the paints and powders, for they al- 
ways have a collection of them. They invariably say: "The 
society ladies." 


It is a bad habit to acquire, the face painting; it is never 


invisible, it is always apparent, and anything but alluring.

Physicians in attendance slated 
this morning that he was in a pre- 
carious condition. 


The accident occurred shortly after

Chief Morgan and Shiflett were pro- 
ceeding from the Melrose firehouse 
chemical No. 1, eastward toward Elm- 
hurst. There is a depression from an 
old water course at Fiftieth street, anc 
the machine wns slowed down to pass 
this without Injuring the springs. 


STRUCK BY CAR. 


After passing tho course tho chauf- 


feur started to cross tho tracks. It IB 
thought that Shiflett either did no 
see the approaching street car or die 
not realize tho speed at which the trol- 
ley was going. When tho automobile 
was half-way across tho tracks it was 
struck by the street car and turned 
ovor several times. Morgan and Shif- 
lett were thrown to tho street. 


Two boys who heard the crash saw 


tho street car drag and roll the smal 
auto for about 60 or 70 feet before 
coming, to: a slop. They stated thai 
the car was going at a hlght rate oi 
speed. The'street car was in charge of 
C. Carlson, .motorman and 0. Cald- 
well,-conductor. No blame has been 
attached to the car crew.
